"I’m  sure  the  peo- 
ple will  realize  how  much 
more  we  -will  be  able  to  offer 
their  children  after  the  joint- 
ure has  been  in  operation  for 
a few  years.  The  changes  won’t 
come  all  at  once.” 

First  major  objective  of  the 
jointure  is  a new  900-mipil  high 
school  to  provide  junior  and 
senior  high  schou  classrooms 
for  all  pupils  of  the  area.  At 
present  they  are  attending 
renr,  Winfield  - Clinton  and 
Bur-»*r  High  Schools.

Students  Make  Colorful 
Designs  for  Own  Skirts 

Among  other  skills  learned 
this  year  by  members  of  Louis 
Gardei’s  home  economics  art 
class  in  Winfield  Clinton  Joint 
High  School  is  the  art  of  textile 
, block  printing. 

Under  Mr.  Gardei’s  supervi- 
sion. students  sketched  the 
original  pattern  on  paper.  The

all-over  design  was  then  trans- 
ferred to  12-inch  square 
linoleum  blocks.  The  greatest, 
difficulty  involved  was  making 
a design  that,  when  completed, 
could  be  transferred  to  materi- 
al in  a continuous  pattern. 

Using  a special  knife,  the  re- 
maining surface  was  cut  from 
the  design  leaving  only  the  de- 
sign outstanding.  Rollers  were 
then  used  to  cover  the  design' 
with  colorful  paint,  and  placed 
on  plain  colored  Indian  head. 
.The  girls  then  stood  on  the 
I block  to  set  the  colors  to  the 
material. 

This  was  repeated  around 
the  skirt  until  a complete  con- 
tinuous design  circled  the  skirt 
at  the  hemline.  The  design  was 
made  permanent  by  pressing 
each  design  three  minutes  on 
the  right  side,  using  a press- 
ing cloth. 

Upon  the  completion  of  block 
printing,  the  material  was 
fashioned  into  attractive  circu- 
lar skirts.  One  girl  chose  to-, 
make  unusual  and  striking  pil-!

Special  Meeting:  Planned 

Because  Clinton  did  not  have 
..  majority  of  board  members 
present,  the  board  could  take 
no  action.  Members  said  a spe- 
cial meeting  would  be  called 
"within  a week”  when,  it  was 
indicated.  approval  would : 
probably  be  given. 

The  tentative  pact  calls  for 
operation  of  a joint  system 
with  all  current  costs  being 
paid  by  individual  districts  on 
the  basis  of  the  number  of  pu- 
pils attending  school  from  the 
district. 

I Capital  outlay  (cost  ot  con- 
struction) will  bp  paid  on  the 
basis  of  market  value  of  real 
estarte  in  each  district  for  con- 
struction of  high  school  facili- 
ties. only. 

Each  district  will  he  respon- 
sible for  building  its  own  ele- 
mentary buildings.  If  one  dis- 
trict sends  grade  school  pupils 
Lo  a school  in  another  district, 
the  sending  district  will  pay  an 
annual  fee  for  rental  of  the 
building. 

Transportation  costs  will  be 
apportioned  on  the  number  of 
pupils  each  district  is  trans- 
porting. 

The  agreement  will  be  in 
force  for  10  years  unless  the 
joint,  system  enters  into  a lease 
agreement  for  construction  of 
school  buildings.  Then  the  term 
automatically  will  continue  for 
the  life  ot  the  lease. 

Because  one  of  the  first  jobs 
of  the  joint  board  will  be  con- 
struction ot  a new  junior-senior 
high  school,  the  10-year  agree- 
ment will  undoubtedly  be  ex- 
tended to  30  or  40  years.
